The Change to Peace—Tho First Move- 
mont. 

Probably no act of the Government of the 
United States was ever received by ita people 
With profounder satisfaction than the general 
order, juat Issued, stopping all drafting and 
recruiting, and announcing the speedy reduc- 
tion of all branches of the military establish. 
ment. It was the first practical earnest that 
this dreadful war had indeed ended, To tens 
of thousands of families, who have been for 
weeks haunted by day and night with the 
terror of having o father, a son, a brother, 
taken away from them for years, perhapa for- 
ever, {t brought a relief which no language 
can describé. To a vastly greater number of 
familles yet, who for months and yeara have 
been in sorrow for the absence of a loved 
one, and in daily apprehension of tidings of 
his death, or of a capture entailing horrors 
worse than death, it brought a hardly less 
joyful assurance of an early reunion, And 
then there was the pleasure, hardly worthy 
to be mentioned, perhaps, in thie con- 
nection, yot gladly coming home to the 
“business and bosoms” of milllons—the 
pleasure of belng spared any further increase 
of the burdens of taxation, already very hard 
to be borne. One of the most wonderful 
things of this war Is the cheerfulness with 
which the people have met the immense 
taxes and voluntary contributions necessary 
tosupport it. But this cheerfulness was no 
token that the sacrifice was light. To mul- 
titudes that sacrifice trenched far upon the 
comforts, and even upon the necessaries of 
life. An intense love of country alone braced 
the people up to its acceptance. How far it 
could have continued to augment without 
reaohing that point where endurance is no 
longer fossible, it is impossible to calculate. 
It is enough thatevery man feels {t tobea

great personal blessing {o himself that it is 
(o go no further. 

It will pass into history aga striking and 
most admirable fact that the close of this four 
years’ war found the loyal people in the 
very midat of raising thre@ hundred thousaad 
more men, in addition to the million anda 
quarter already furnished. Our European 
enemies have asserted, from the first year of 
tbe war, that tbe war spirit of the North was 
dying out, and (hat the time would surely 
come when it would be impossible to recruit 
our armies, They have held to this misrep- 
resentation in spite of the fact that every 
new call made by the President for more 
soldiers has been responded to with in- 
creased promptitude. Had the last months 
of the war passed without any further effort 
of the people (o fill up their armlea, this ery 
that the spirit of the North was exhausted, 
though utterly false, would have been beyond 
any effectual disproof. But the response 
made to this last call has forever silenced all 
that. It demonstrates to the world, beyond 
all possibility of contradiction or cavil, that 
the cloze of the war found not only the 
armies in the fleld irresistible, but the spirit 
of the people as firm as ever, This call has 
cost the country much, with comparatively 
little practical effect upon the rebellion. The 
work was finished up almost exclusively by 
the old troops, But all the new burdens im- 
posed by this call will be requifed a hundred 
fold over, by the new testimony It affords of 
the moral strength of American loyalty, The 
world has been amazed that a self-governing 
people could have so long sustained a war 
Involving such unprecedented sacrifices. But 
this exhibition, at the very close of the war, 
of such a reserved power, will be the crown- 
Ing marvel. 

There is, in fact, nothing to impair the 
completeness or glory of this war, viewed in 
any aspect. It was protracted enough to 
show the world (he unequaled resources of 
our republican system and the matchless 
stamina of our people. It was severe enough 
to pulverize into powder the adamantine in- 
stitution of slavery, upon which no earthly 
thing could previously make an impression. 
It was carried through to the absolute con- 
summation of its original end—the crushing of 
the rebellion out ofexistence by the strong arm 
without any attempt to compound with it, 
History rarely shows a plece of natlonal work, 
even on a minor scale, s0 well rounded in 
all its parte, 80 thoroughly concluded in every 
particular. And what is a most happy 
thing, there is no material left behind 
out of which evil-minded men can hereafter 
manufacture mischief. Our revolutionary 
war, and our last war with England, brought 
out a great difference between different States 
and different parts of the country, in the ex- 
hibition of public spirit and the performance of 
public dutica, The remembrance of this aif. 
ference was kept allve for many years to pro- 
duce bitterness and alienation. Nothing of this 
kind is possible In respect to the preeent war, 
for all the loyal States have vied with each 
othor, from the beginning to the end, in main- 
taining the war; and all thelr soldiers in the 
field have fought with the same gallantry and 
success. The war bas redounded alike to the 
glory of all, and more firmly cemented the 
common brotherhood. 

This war might have been ended without 
giving satisfaction to the people, Had it been 
abandoned without securing {te object, we 
should have seen none of the present demon- 
etrations of joy. Even had an unmis- 
takable necessity demanded this, tho 
advent of oaca would have

: Presideut’s Proclamation, 

The practical import of tho President's 
proclamation, respecting the treatment ao- 
corded {o the United States vessels of war 
in foreign ports, is best seen by a reference 
tothe special order of “ neutrality" which 
first subjected our flag to the insult against 
(he continuance of which the proclamation is 
8 protest. 

Tt fs needless to say, that inthis, asin 
every other “ neutral” project of the last four 
years, England was at once (be exemplar and 
the leader. Oa her suggestions all the other 
powers, whose conduct invitee tho present 
protest, regulated their demeanor toward the 
United States. To her the protest will 
come home with special appositeness, and 
from her will come the earliest reponse, 

The order of Lord Rossext, by which our 
men-of-war were put on a footing with the 
rebel pirates in British ports, bas been in 
force three full years. It was issued from 
the Foreign Office on the 29th of January, 
1362—precisely at the moment when every- 
thing looked the gloomiest for the United 
States in the struggle with the rebellion. 
The circumstances which, professedly, called 
for it, made its emission peculiarly of- 
fensive to our Government and people. At 
the date named, the Bahama Islands formed 
almost the only points which piratical vessels 
issuing from “' Confederate," ports could pos- 
sibly make an available base for operations 
against our vast commerce on both the North 
and South Atlentic highways. These islands 
formed also the only convenient anchor- 
age-ground for the United States ves- 
sels sent out to protect our merchant- 
men, And it was with the fullest knowl- 
edge and appreciation of these facts, 
that Lord Russexn directed the Governor of 
the islands, through the late Duke of Nuw- 
castix, to see that. “‘during the continuance 
of the present hostilities between the Goy- 
ernment of the United States and the States 
calling themselves the Confederate States of 
America," none of our’ ships-of-war should 
be permitted to enter “any port, or road- 
stead, or waters of the Bahama Islands, 
except by special leave of the Goy- 
ernor of the Bahama Islands, or under 
stress of weather.” If, by special l2ave, or 
under strees of weather, any one of our ves- 
sels did thus enter the Bahama porte, the au- 
thorities of the place were to “ require her (o 
put to sea as soon as possible, without per- 
mitting her to take in any supplies beyond 
what may be necessary for her immediate use." 

The more general declarations of the order, 
in its application (o all parts of Her Britannic 
Mojesty's dominions, were summarily these 

First, that our vessels should not be al- 
lowed to resort (o any British station or port 
for warlike equipment ; and that twenty-four 
hours sbould elapse between the departure of 
United States and “ Confederate” vessels from 
British ports, jn case of their coming to a 
temporary anchorage therein,J 

Second, that if, after the issuing of the 
order, our vessels did enter any British port, 
rgadstead, &c., they should be required to 
depart and put to sea within twenty-four 
hours—unless in case of stresa of weather, 
or of requiring provisions for the subsistence 
of their crews, or repairs. Twenty-four 
hours afler such necessary supplies and re- 
pairs were had, the vessel or vessels were to 
be ordered to sea. 

Third, that no extra supplies, in any case, 
were to be allowed (o be taken on board, and 
“so much coal only as may be sufficient to 
carry tha vessel to the nearest port of her own 
country,” and “ no coat shall be again supplied 
to such ship in any port, §¢., of Her Majesty 
without special permission, until after the ex- 
piration of three months from the time when 
such coal may have been last supplied to her 
within British waters,” 

All these rules will be applied, under the 
President's proclamation, to British war ves- 
sels before May dey, unless Lord Rvs- 
ssLu's order is promptly recalled. The same 
rule will apply to the vessels of other powers 
that have copied and practiced the British 
order. Nothing in the way of diplomacy 
could well be more neatly done. 


Ricayoxp—Misonter-Makens.—The acces- 
sion of Gen. Onp to the immediate commend 
in Richmond is so directly in the natural order 
of military arrangements, that it requires no 
ordinary ehare of the faculty of malicious in- 
vention for a nowsmonger to pervert it intoa 
censure of Gen. Weitzxt's conduct, A Phil- 
adelphia story was allowed to circulate, 
during the greater part of yesterday, by 
which It was made to appear that Geo 
Werrzen, in giving safe conduct to cer- 
tain “Confederate” representatives of Vir- 
ginia to assemble in Richmond, had disobey- 
ed the ordere of hls superiors. Gen, Weirzer 
did grant facilities for certain citizens of 
Virginia {o assemble and discuss the ques- 
tlon of the readmission of the State into the 
Union. But the statement that his doing 
so wos the cause of his removal, fs 
simply mischievous falsehood. We 
are asked to give the story contradic- 
tion, and we readily do so. But the evil its 
circulation was intended to compass, was done 
when it wes allowed to pass through the 
hands of the telegraph censor. One would 
suppose, that if 8 censorship is any longor 
necessary or useful, or ornamental, the sup- 
pression of such malicious paragraphs as 
this would have been attended to before it 
bad gone through a hundred different offices, 
and been putin the hands of probably a million 
of credulous readers. If Gen, Weirzer had 
beon removed for allowing representative 
Virginfens (o meet and deliberate over the 
return of the State to its allegiance, the in- 


ference would bo that the War Department 


was at issue with Gen, Gras, if notalso with 
the President himsolf., To create such an im- 
Pression aa this, even for a few hours, would 
(empornrlly serve no end of schemes. And it 
would, no less, gratify that clase of intempe- 
rate politicians who, are now bawling—each 
louder than the other—to have their peculiar 
theories of reconstruction, of subjugation, of 
retribution, and go forth, adopted, The mis- 
chiof-makers here need the cluseat sort’ of 
watching. They are more dangerous, for the 
time than tho disjointed bands of insurgents 
that still wear the ragged livery of Jerr.

Tho Hopes of the South and Its Fate. 

The small amount of control which, after 
all, communities possess over their own dea- 
tiny, was never moro strikingly illustrated 
thon In the catastrophe we have just wit- 
nessed at the South. 

When the Slave States revolted, it was 
the opinion of their ablest men that it 
was the best thing they could do; that 
slavery was tho beat basis possible for civil 
soctety, atid that the best way to preserve 
slavery was to separate from the North. To 
carry out thia programme, the whole resources 
oi (he country were brought into play—men, 
money, arma and horses. Its ablest soldiers 
and statesmen moved heaven and earth to 
further it, Nothing was left undone, that the 
most fertile invention could devise to bring 
{be revolution toa successful issue. Blood 
Was shed with a profusion never surpaseed, 
and wealth aquandered with the most reckless 
extravagance, and there can be little doubt 
the great maes of the population did look’for 
ts success, did really belleve that they would 
achieve thelr independence with but little 
trouble, and that once achieved, the Con- 
federacy would become the dread and envy of 
all nations. 

‘The result has proved exactly the reverse, 
in every respect, of what was expected. 
Slavery, instead of being saved forever, has 
been completely uprooted; independence has 
not been achieved, and the fate of the Slave 
States has been placed in the handa of the Yan- 
kees toa degree which no number of peaceful 
Political successes could have rendered pos- 
sible. The South, 80 far from becoming the 
“dread and envy” of the earth, is at this mo- 
ment an object of general pity—a scene of 
wideapread ruin and devastation. Its armies, 
its pride and ‘boast, have been de- 
feated, dispersed and captured ; ils Generals 
heve lost thelr reputation, So far from 
raising aristocracy in, popular estimation, ss 
an instrument of government, which was one 
us the great objects of the revolution, it has 
doomed it everlastingly, Had, in short,.the 
bitlerest enemy of the Southern people, and of 
their institutions, the man most opposed to 
their political ideas and aspirations, been asked 
to sit down four years ago, and put on paper 
what calamities and reverses he would like to 
see overtake them, he would almost certainly 
have sketched a state of things vastly lees 
terrible than that which we now witoess in 
the Slave States. A more remarkable illus- 
tration of the remorseless certainty with 
which the great laws of Providence work, 
Is, perhaps, not to be found in history. The 
law which has brought ruin on the Confed- 
eracy, is that no political or social system 
founded on Injustice can stand, and that the 
horrors attending its overthrow will always 
be in the ratio of its atrocity. 

There are two other great examples of its 
operation—the downfall of the Roman Em- 
pire and the French Reyolution; but both of 
these wanted the close and striking connec- 
tion ofcause and effect which has made the 
Southern catastrophe so impressive. Two 
hundred years bave seen the growth and over- 
throw of African slavery, and of the society 
which it cureed and corrupted. Tho great 
Slave Empire of Rome, the greatest, toulest 
and most barbarous the world has ever seen, 
ran a course of a thousand yeara before the 
sword of the avenger etruck it, But then the 
penalty was a frightful one. The condition of 
Europe between the years 600 and $00 bas 
never been painted by any historian, but 
enough is knownof it to satisfy us that noth- 
ing more awful has ever been witnessed. A 
great, wealthy, refined and polished commu- 
nity was abandoned to (he mercy of roving 
barbarians for many generations ; every spark 
of civilization came well nigh perishing 
amongst them. We are told that population 
diminished or disappeared in many parts of 
the continent, owing to men’s unwillingness 
to bring children Into the world to share alot 
as miserable as their own. 

The French nobdlesse exercised thelr power 
over the peasantry and abused It in the man- 
ner 60 familiar to all readers for over a thou- 
sand years also, and French society atoned 
for it in that tremendous convulsion which 
our fathers witnessed, from which Europe, 
after a lapse of seventy years, atill trembles 
Fortunately for the South, the remedy has 
been applied in Its case at an earlier stage 
of the disease, and terrible as it has been, it 
bas fallen far short of rivaling in. its horrora 
either the fall of Rome or the destruction of 
the old régime. We have bad much bloodshed 
indeed, but it bas been nearly sll shed In felr 
fight. We have had no massacres or pro- 
scriptions, Webave bad much destruction 
of property, but ft has been through the ordi- 
nary operations of war, and never through 
wanton love of destruction. And now that thie 
is all over, the victors seem likely to errrather 
on the side of leniency than of vengeance. 
We dare not hope that had the Southern lead- 
ers succeeded in carrying out their programme 
and giviog the institution of slavery greater 
permanence and solidity, Southern society 
would have expiated the crime so lightly. 
Retribution would have surely come, aud it 
would have been made heavier by every add- 


ed year of wrong and injustice
